Argument is raging in French military 
aviation circles as to whether fighting aero- 
mm should fire shells or bullets, states 

euter from Paris. The latest French ex- 
perimental war machines have their engines 
placed behind the pilot, and are equipped 
with a gun firing 1j inch shells. 

The anti-bullet experts point out that in 
the Great War aeroplanes were hit by as 
wany as 48 incendiary bullets without caus- 
ing vital damage; and that it was usually

On the other hand, the anti-shell experts 
claim that modern aircraft flying at speeds 
around 200 miles an hour would be almost 
impossible to hit with shells, which cannot be 
fired in almost solid streams as can bullets 
from machine guns.

TRUSTEES: OF EARL 


PLAINTIFES. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


Mr. Jellett, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
George O'Connor (instructed by Messrs. 
Matthew J. Byrne and Co.) applied on 
behalf of Lloya’s Bank, Ltd. Lombard 
street, London, plaintiffs in an action against 
John Lane, egg and poultry dealer, of Vic- 
toria road, Cork, for judgment in default of 
defence, ‘The platntifis, he said, were trus- 
tees under the will of the late Earl of Lis- 
towel, and their claim was for a declaration 
that they are entitled to the exclusive right 
of holding fairs and markets in and for the 
town of Listowel, and to the tolls, profits 
and customs of the town; an injunction re- 
straining the defendant, his servants and 
agents, from disturbing or intérfering with 
the plaintifis’ fairs or markets by intercept- 
ing and purchasing eggs, fowl or other com- 
modities from persOns coming to the town 
of Listowel ; an injunction restraining the de- 
fendant, his servants or agents, from tres- 
passing upon the square of Listowel by using 
it for the purpose of purchasing eggs, fowl or 
other ememmoditios. or for any purpose other 
than that of a public highway; damages for 
trespass, and costs. 


GRANT BY KING JAMES I. 


The statement of claim stated that by 
letters patent, dated 6th July, 1612, King 
James i granted to Thomas Fitzmaurice, 
Baron of Lixnaw, his heirs and assigns, for 
ever, the manor, town and Jands of Listowel, 
together with all fairs, markets, tolls, cus- 
toms, franchise and profits; and it traced 
the title down to Richard Granville, Earl of 
Listowel. who died on the 15th November, 
1931, and of whose will dated 1st December, 
1926, the plaintiffs were the sole executors 
and trustees 

On the 9th June, 1933, and on divers 
dates thereafter, continued the statement 
of claim, the defendant came into the 
town of Listowel and erected a temporary 
shop on the square, and proceeded 
to weigh and buy fowl! there, refused to pay 
tolls, and refused to proceed to the market 
place, which was the recognised place for the 
buying and selling of all tollable goods in the 
town. The action of the defendant had the 
sanction of some of the local inhabitants 
and of the Urban = District Council 
of Listowel, and there was no doubt 
that the defendant's action was calculated to 
injure and disturb the plaintiffs’ enjoyment 
of the tolls and customs of the town, and 
that such action was contrived for that pur- 
pose, and with the object of denying the 
plaintiffs’ title to collect and receive the 
tolls and customs. 

The statement of claim further stated that 
an interim injunction had been made against 
the defendant, but that the défendant con- 
tinued to challenge and deny the plaintiffs’ 
title to collect the tolls and customs. 

Mr. Jellett mentioned that in 1907 an 
action had been brought against the Listowel 
Urban Council for disturbance of these very 
markets and fairs, and said that that action, 
like the present, was undefended, and the 
Court granted an injunction. An interim 
injunction was granted against the present 
defendant on the 6th September of the pre- 
sent year, and a subsequent order was made, 
continuing the interim injunction, to restrain 
the defendant from disturbing or interfering 
with the markets and fairs. Then there was 
a consent, which was received and made a 
rule of Court, the defendant undertaking not 
to trespass again, and to use the market 
place in future and pay the recognised tolls, 
and to pay the costs of the proceedings. 
That looked, at first sight, as if that was an 
end of the proceedings, but, unfortunately, 
that was not so, because the defendant had 
challenged the right of the plaintiffs, and it 
vas a remarkable thing that the consent, 
which the defendant signed, had had no 
effect whatever on his actions. 

Mr. Justice Johnston asked was this the 
case in which a letter of a very impudent 
character had been written to the Court. 

Mr. Jellett—Yes; there was a letter 
written to your lordship. I have a copy of 
i- here. Tt is dated 20th October, 1933. He 
savs:—‘‘I have been served with notice that 
the representatives of the Earl of Listowel— 
namely, Lloyd’s Bank, Ltd.—are moying in 
vour Court on Monday next for an 
injunction restraining me from _ trading 
with the people of Listowel without first 
paying tolls to the representatives of the Earl 
of Listowel. This request bv the plaintiffs 
to your Court asks that the law of Saorstat 
Eireann shall compel me to. ‘ cease from dis- 
turbing and interfering with the said plain- 
tiffs’ said fairs or markets by intercepting 
and purchasing eggs, fowl, or other com- 
modities coming to the said town of Lis- 
towel.’ Now, I deny that I have been in 
any way interfering with the plaintiffs’ mar- 
kets, because the Earl of Listowel or his re- 
presentatives have absolutely no claim on the 
produce of the people who attend Listowel 
markets. 

“ INSOLENT AND IMMORAL.” 

“ T attend Listowel as a workman engaged 
in buying the produce of the people of the dis- 
trict. and I claim this right as an Irishman, 
without having any reference as to whether 
it suits the convenience or infringes on the 
‘feudal rights’ of the said Earl of Listowel, 
who has never even set foot in our country. 
The demand by the plaintiffs that J shall not 
be allowed to buy the produce of the people 
of Listowel, even outside the town of Lis- 
towel. is not alone insolent, but immoral. 
and humiliating to the people as a whole, and 
I ask that the law of Saorstat Eireann should 
not be used to impose this restraint on an 
Irish national at the instance of a foreign 
corporation acting for the Earl of Listowel. 
The Listowel Urban Council have already 
unanimously decided at a meeting to pledge 
me their support in fighting this matter, and 
they have forwarded the full particulars to 
the Minister for Local Government. As I am 
but a ‘working buyer,’ 1 am not in a 
financial position to brief the necessary 
counsel for my defence. Nor am I m a 
position to travel to Dublin and appear in 
person, Therefore, I ask that yon accept 
this letter as a definite opposition to the 
granting of the injunction against me.” 
"The Listowel Urban Council, said Mr. 
Jellett, apparently had thought better of sup- 
vorting the defendapt in fighting this matter 
Man there was no sign of any counsel ap- 
pearing on their behalí on the present appli- 
cation. The plaintiffs, he added, waived 
their claim for damages for trespass in the 


action, 
TITLE TRACED. 


Mr. Justice Johnston, giving judgment, 
said that this was a clear case. The title to 
these markets had been traced down in the 
statement of claim to Richard Granville, Ear! 
of Listowel, and the plaintiffs were the 
trustees under the will of Richard Granville, 
Earl of Listowel. No statement of the defence 
had been filed by the defendant, who had not 
come there to deny any of the allegations 
in the statement of claim, and his lordship 
must take it that all these allegations in the 
statement of claim were correct, and in the 
circumstances nothing remained for him but 
to make the declarations and grant the 
injunctions asked for in the statement of 
claim, 

The letter of the 20th October, 1935, which 
the defendant had written to the Court, made 
very grave allegations both of law and of fact, 
but the defendant did not appear in court to 
support those allegations in any particular 
or to any extent, and, therefore, he would 
leave those allegations out of the matter 
entirely. Accordingly, he would make the 
declaration, and grant the injunctions asked 
for by the plaintiffs and direct that the 
defendant should pay the costs of the action. 
The plaintiffs having waived their claim for 
damages for disturbance of the markets and 
damages for the defendant's trespass, there 
would be no inquiry regarding such damages.

JUDGE ON VALUE OF 
CERTIFICATES. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HASINA,) 


Mrs, Mary Ryan, 56 Pimlico, Dublin, sued 
Patrick O'Connor, 61 Pimlico, Dublin, grocer, 
for damages for alleged fraudulent repre- 


sentation in and about the sale by the de- 


fendant to the plaintiff of a house at 56 
Pimlico, and; alternatively, for alleged breach 
of ‘warranty by the defendant in the sale to 
the plainti of. the house and premises. 

It was stated that in February, 1931, an 
agreement was arrived at that the defendant 
would execute a lease to the plaintiff of the 
house, 56 Pimlico, for a term of 888 years 
from April 10, 1931, in consideration of the 
plaintiff paying £600 to the defendant, and 
the reservation of an annual rent of £4, pay- 
able under the lease by the plaintiff to the 
defendant. At the time of the negotiations 
for the purchase the house was being built 
under the Housing Acts, 1929-1930. Plaintiff 
claimed that the defendant by the agreement 
implicitly warranted, and agreed with the 
plaintiff. that the louse would be completed 
in an efficient and workmanlike manner, and 
would be fit for human habitation. She 
alleged that the house was not properly 
built; that the roof was defective and per- 
mitted water and damp to enter the house; 
that a wall, commo: to an adjoining tenant, 
was in a faulty condition, as a result of 
which ail the rooms in the house were ren- 
dered dangerous, unhealthy, and unfit for 
human habitation. She pleaded that her 
health and the health of her family had been 
injured; that she had incurred expenses, dis- 
comfort anc’ inconvenience, and that her fur- 
niture had been destroyed. 

Defendant denied that he warranted the 
house or that he had committed any breach 
of the agreement or warranty. 


Mrs. Ryan stated that she had paid £600 | 


for the house. Having given evidence of the 
alleged defects complained of by her, she 
said that she had six children, some of whom 
contracted pleurisy. 

Evidence for the defence was to the effect 
that the house had been built according to 
the regulations of the Corporation. The de- 
fendant stated that it had been built to the 
satisfaction of the plaintiff and her husband. 
_ Mr. Justice Hanna said that the case was 
important, as it concerned the erection of 
workmen’s houses, of which they’ were told 
that thousands were being built. People 
were buying them on the strength of the cer- 
tificates of the surveyors of the Corporation 
or the Local Government Department. When 
people bought them in this way it should be 
on a certificate given on more than a super- 
ficial examination by a surveyor. In this 
case words were used which amounted to an 
expressed warranty. He was of opinion that 
the house was damp, owing to defective con- 
struction. He gave judgment for £40. with 
such costs as that sum would carry. _

ACCOUNT, 


PROMISSORY NOTE AS 
SECURITY. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


The hearing was concluded of” the action 
in which the Munster and Leinster Bank 


claimed from Lory Francis O'brien, 56 Mer- | 


rion square, Dublin, £673, of which £500 is 
principal alleced to be due by defendant to 
plaintiffs on a joint and several promissory 
note, dated January 7, 1925, drawn by the 
late Michael Costeilee, victualler, Wilbams- 
gate street, Galway, and who resided at Eyre 
street, Galway, and defendant, and payable 
to plaintiffs six months after date.

JUDGMENT WITH STAY. 

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 


John W. Blake, Thomas J. Blake and 
Charles R. Blake, jewellers, who are brothers, 
of 11 Dalymount, Dublin, sued William J. 
Hogan, baker and confectioner, for possession 
ef the premises occupied by him at 15 and 
15a Wexford street, Dublin, and held from 
the plaintiffs at a weekly rent of £4 5s. under 
a lease. : 

The plaintiffs alleged that £155 10s. was due 
as rent from December 5 last year. The 
defendant claimed equitable relief. 

Mr. R. St. J, Chadwick, K.C., and Mr 
Herbert Hare (instructed by Messrs. Ander 
son and Bland) appeared for the plaintiffs; 
and Mr. M. Comyn, K.C., and Mr. P. J. 
McEnery (instructed by Mr. Gerard M.

Charles R. Blake gave evidence of the 
arrears of rent due by the defendant.

In reply to Mr. Justice Hanna, the 
defendant said that his impression was that 
the plaintiffs’ object in getting possession 
was to get compensation. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he thought 
that the element introduced by the de 
fendant of the Corporation acquiring the 
premises was an excuse. He granted judg- 
ment. for possession, with costs, and he also 
mee a stay upon terms that the arrears

Crickets. 


Some friends 


of mine who moved 


recently into an old country house 
in the neighbourhood of Dublin 
told me that they did not really 
feel at home in their new sur- 
roundings until they heard the crickets 
on the rth. The pleasant chirping, 


which is caused by the male insect rubbing 
his wing-cases against each othér, has 
always n considered an’ emblem of 
domesticity, And I suppose it may be 
argued that, if a building is warm «and 
dry enough to house crickets, the human 
occupants should not find fault with it. 
If you are fortunate enough’ to’ have 
crickets, it is advisable to leave food for 
them in the shape of a few bread-crumbs 
scattered round the hearth. I am told that 
the Chinese have another use for the insect, 
apart from his musical capacity. In the 
shops in Shanghai crickets in boxes are 
offered for sale, and the sporting China- 
man usually carries a specimen about with 
him. When he meets a rival sportsman 
with another cricket the two insects cre 
placed in a bowl. Naturally, they fall 
on top of each other to the bottom and a 
fight ensues, during which bets are laid 
on the result. Of course, each of the 
combatants thinks the other began the 
quarrel. The victorious cricket immediately 
assumes an enhanced value, and a power- 
ful insect, with a long record of successful 
encounters to his credit, may be sold for 
many dollars. Fortunately, this kind of 
“ sport” is unlikely to spread to these 
countries, where public opinicn is increas- 
ingly set against cruelty—even to crickets.

FREE STATE STAMPS.

The position between 
the Irish Free State, on the one hand, and 
Great Britain or Northern Ireland on tho 
other, was settled by the provisional arrange 
ment for relief in respect of double taxation 
made between the Government of the Free 
State and the British Government in 1923. 
he provisional arrangement was confirmed 
in the Free State by an order of the Governor 
(reneral, made on the 14th April, 1923, under 
the Double Taxation (Relief) Act, 1923, and 
in Great Britain and Northern Ireland by 
an Order in Council, dated 29th March, 1923 
The effect of Part 3 of that arrangement was 
clear. Where, on or after lst April, 1923, 
an instrument is chargeable with stamp duty 
in the Irish Free State and in Great Britain, 
and has been stamped in one of those 
countries, the instrument shall, to the extent 
of the duty it bears, be deemed to be stamped 
in the other country. By paragraph (c.) oí 
Part á the arrangement applies as between 


the Irish Free State and Northern Ire 
land in” like manner as it applies 
between the [rishi Free State and 
Great Britain, until the Government of 
Northern Ireland signifies that they have 


withdrawn their consent to such application.

HARGES that the Dublin Corporation 
‘€ was not moving quickly enough 
towards a solution of the slum pro 
blem were refuted by the Corporation’s law 
agent, Mr. Ignatius Rice, in a statement 
made at an inquiry at the Dublin City Hall 
yesterday. 
Mr. Rice explained in detail the pre- 
liminary work to be done before sites could 
acquired, and hoped that persons who 
discuss the housing problem will give con- 
sideration to the difficulties. Mr. Rice replied 
to an allegation that not a single family had 
been transferred from a tenement house dur- 
ing the past eighteen months, and said that 
more than 650 families had been accom- 


modated. 
Hickie, Local 


Mr. Denis Government 
Inspector, sat in the City Hall to hear objec- 
tions to the confirmation by the Minister for 
Local Government of the Dublin Derelict 
Sites Compulsory Purchase (No. 2) Order, 
1933, authorising the Corporation to pur- 
chase compulsorily derelict sites in 
Gloucester street area. Seven objections to 
the scheme had been submitted, and only a 
few of the objectors attended, and their 
objections were rather formal in character. 

Mr. Ignatius Rice, the city law agent. 
explaining the position of the Corporation in 
regard to the housing problem, made a 
lengthy statement, in the course of which he 
said that the sites which were the subject of 
the inquiry were located within a large area 
which the Corporation had already decided 
to deal with in connection with an extensive 
housing scheme on the North side of the 
city. The inquiry might, therefore, be re- 
garded as a first step in the more compre- 
hensive operatton. All the sites had been 
lying derelict for years. They were not in 
themselves large enough to be economically 
utilised for working-class dwellings, but the 
Corporation was taking advantage of the 
provisions of the Housing Act, 1931, to 
acquire them at site value, less cost of clear- 
levelling, with a view to their 
ultimate absorption in the larger scheme of 


housing referred to. The decision to take 
them over at this stage was deliberately 
taken to prevent their utilisation in the 


meantime for any other purpose which might | 


eventually increase the cost of acquisition. 


A GIGANTIC EFFORT. 


He mentioned that the housing scheme 
referred to was the most gigantic effort 
which the Corporation had so far attempted 
in the nature of slum clearance—the areas

‘‘In these days,” said Mr. Rice, “ when 
the cry of ‘Clear the slums’ is ripe, the 
Corporation is being subjected to criticism- 
well intentioned in many cases, no doubt, 
but often times ill-considered—for not more 
strenuously tackling the slum problem.

As most of these areas are at present over- 
crowded, it is obvious that alternative accoln 
modation must be provided for the imhabi- 
tants before clearance operations can be 
undertaken. Without facilities in this regard 
the Corporation would be powerless to deal 
with the slums. But the Corporation las 
been alive to this aspect of the problem, and 
has taken steps to ensure that, coMcurrently 
with its activities on the central areas, dwell- 
ings will be provided on vacant sites, Schemes 
are at present in progress at Cabra, Clonliffe 
road and Ballybough (containing 970 dwell- 
ings, all on the north side), while on the 
south an area at Crumlin, affording space 
for about 3,000 dwellings, is also in hands. 
In addition, the Minister has recently cop- 
firmed the Order for the compulsory acquisl- 
tion of the vacant site known as “ North 
Lotts,’’ upon which 580 dwellings are to be 
provided, and it is expected that the Post 
Office authorities will soon be in a position to 
comply with the Corporation’s application 
for the ground attached to Aldborouch House, 
where about 100 dwellings can then be erected. 
As a rule, families inhabiting the slum areas 
comprise the lower-paid classes and, indeed, 
many who are in receipt of unemployment 
benefit or outdoor relief, which means that 


| they may not be in a position to pay the 


rents of the alternative accommodation avail- 
able in the new areas such as have been re- 
ferred to. Every effort is, however, made by 
the Housing Department to meet these cases 
by bringing pressure as far as is legally pos- 
sible to bear upon occupants of our cheaper 
dwellings to transfer to the new dwellings, 
thus leaving the cheaper dwellings open for 
the class above referred to; but this pro- 
cedure is only possible to a limited degree, 
and so the further complexity arises for 
providing for large numbers of this class.

RECOMMENDED FOR 
CLEARANCE. 


Incidentally I may mention, by way of in- 
dicating the continuity of activity by the 
Housing Committee, that only this week other 
areas in the vicinity of Meath street, James’s 
street, Francis street, Robert street, Ardee 
street, Newmarket, Spitalfields, etc., were 
inspected by members of the Housing Commit- 
tee, and recommendations made that they be 
considered for clearance and re-housing 
schemes; while another large area in the 
vicinity of Newfoundland street 1s also in- 
cluded in the programme, which, apart from 
the schemes actually in hand, contemplates 
the provision of accommodation for about 
7,000 families. 

Recent~experience, he said had proved the 
wisdom of having preliminary valuation 
made, as it had been found that the scope 
of schemes in the first instance had to be 
substantially limited in order to reduce 
acquisition costs. In a few recent cases, the 
estimated cost per acre of the schemes, as 
originally contemplated, was £9,000 per acre, 
and, even after eliminating the more expen- 
sive properties, it had only been possible to 
bring the figure down to between £3,000 and 
£4,000 per acre. 

“ Before concluding,” said Mr. Rice, “I 
am instructed to refer to an assertion recently 
made in the Dail, which, as reported in the 
Press, was to the effect that not a single 
family had been taken out of a tenement 
house in the past eighteen months. 

‘The fact is that on the recent housing 
schemes at Cabra, Marrowbone Jane, Mary's 
lane, Beggar’s Bush and Beggsboro’, com- 
prising a total of approximately 1,440 dwell- 
ings, allocations were made to about 650 
families previously resident in tenement 
houses. '' 

Having heard the ohjections, the Inspector 
said that he could not report until he had 
examined the derelict sites personally and 
satisfied himself that they were derelict,

|GLASS BOTTLES AND JARS. 


Mr. SEAN MacENTEE (Minister for 
Finance) proposed a financial resolution im- 
posing a duty on certain empty glass bottles 
and empty glass jars intended for use in 
bottling beer at the rate of 8s. per gross, 
or the rate stated at reference No. 14 in the 
first schedule of the Fimance Act, 1933. 

Mr. LEMASS (Minister for Industry and 
Commerce) said that last year they had 
succeeded in reviving the glass bottle in- 
dustry, but that revival was largely confined 
to the production of green glass bottles. Since 
then, they had extended the industry to the 
production of white glass bottles, and were 
producing all classes of bottles required, ex- 
cepting special small bottles not subject to 
duty. The total output possible in the 
Saorstat works of green glass bottles was 
greater than the total consumption in the 
country, and the fact that importers had cut 
their prices very substantially made it neces- 
sary to impose a minimum rate of duty as 
mentioned in the resolution. When the re- 
vival of the industry was undertaken the 
price of beer bottles was 21s. to 24s. per 
gross. Since then these had been cut to 
Qs. or 10s. per gross. The present prices 
charged for lrish-made glass bottles were lower 
than the prices for which the bottles were 
being imported. It was assumed that when 
the whole market was preserved some reduc- 
tion in price should be possible, 

Mr. DILLON (U.1.P., Donegal) said that 
he was glad to say that the green bottles 
of the Ringsend Bottle Company were of very 
much higher quality than any that had been 
imported. He could not say the same for the 
clear glass bottles. If the Minister would 
tender a little advice op the subject of white 
glass bottles it would be a benefit to the 
community 

Mr. LEMASS said that the only bottle 
that was produced in large quantities was the 
standard beer bottle. In the case of the white 
glass bottles orders were very small, and in 
the circumstances they must be reconciled to 
a somewhat higher price because of the small- 
ness of the orders here.

Jt started in a small 
way, but over last winter there was con- 
siderable development, and there were now 
about twenty firms engaged in the 
industry in An Saorstat, some of them on a 
large scale. During the summer they worked 
to make up stock, and they now had difficulty 
in ca mg of their stock, because there was 
an accumulation of goods owing to the very 
fine summer. In one case from 150 to 250 
people became disemployed. This was due to 
the buying sefson opening very late. They 
had also accumulated stocks in Great Britain, 
and manufacturers there were ready to dump 


their goods into this country. 

Another difficulty was the tendency which 
still prevails among the buyers for the larger 
retail houses to order their supplies from ) 
abroad and not to consider the goods avail. 
able in native factories. 


EXPANDING FUR TRADE. 

The duties on these garments was increased 
from 40 to 60 per cent., and the effect of that 
was to secure that lrish retail houses would ; 
have stocks available, and, though there were 
stocks to be cleared, the situation had been 
very considerably eased. The duty applied 
to fur as well as cloth garments, and the 
existing firms in the fur trade were expand- 
ing very rapidly and were capable of supply- 
ing all the requirements of the country. ‘The 
imposition of these duties permitted the 
Government to reconsider the position in 
respect of cloths which were used by some 
of these manulacturers of the cheaper 
garments. These cloths were imported free 
under licence.

lation of machinery required to provide not 
merely the quantity, but also a great variety 
required on these garments. 

“H," said the Minister, ' we are going to 
develop this industry we will have to le 
satisfied with a smaller range of designs, but 
subject to that the number of desicns and 
varieties is very great.” They would have 
sufficient desigts and varieties to provide 
for all tastes. There would be excellent 
quality and workmanship, and the price 
would be lower, 


WANING BUYING POWER. 

Mr. DILLON said there were some firms 
in the Soarstat which turned out admirable 
lad.es’ coats, but the Minister was doing a 
disservice to the factories in saying that 
Irish buyers had a predeliction for going out- 
side the country for their purchases. These 
buyers were as astute as any others, and 
bought the very best value, no matter where 
they got it. As to over-stocking found by 
the Minister in mid-October, that was not 
surprising, for the buying must be done in 
the summer, and it was moonshine to say 
that it was due to the predeliction to buy 
abroad. The real reason for accumulation, 
which takes capital, was that the buying 
power in the country was waning, and of the 
rural areas it was true to say that the first 
thing the people economised on is clothes. 

‘You have, and are having,” said Mr. 
Dillon, ‘‘a serious contraction in retail buy- 
ing power. ‘The Minister might make up 
his mind that no tariff, no matter how high, 
will overcome that difficulty.”” The only way 
was to restore the buying power of the 
women. He urged that there should be an 
examination of the tariff policy, and that 
coats that could be bought wholesale in 
Dublin for about 13s. should be admitted 
free. These classes of coats were bought 
exclusively by the poor people, and could 
not be produced here under decent conditions. 

Mr. |L.EMASS said it was true that orders

The func- 
tion of cavalry was described once by a 
young dragoon as “the lending of dignity 
to that which would be otherwise a vulgar 
brawl.” Mr. de Valera has sought to gild 
the hardships of a commercial dispute 
with the glamour and pomps of war. His 
Government refused to pay an ordinary 
and well-established debt. The British 
Government took commercial steps to 
recover it, with the result that the Free 
State has been plunged into dire distress 
and is faced with bankruptcy. By the 
creation of a false atmosphere of military 
duty and national sacrifice Mr. de Valera 
tries to cloak the results of his folly ; but 
the attempt must fail, and it is working 
definite harm. The lavish use of military 
metaphors easily may mislead foolish 
persons, and may be held to condone acts 
which no merely economic dispute could 
justify. For this reason we regret that 
the ‘‘economic war,” in its most military 
aspect, has invaded the austere 
seclusion of the Bench. On Tuesday Mr. 
Justice Meredith, addressing the jury in 
one of the now familiar “ Bass” cases, 
described the raid as “an incident in the

The Judge 
added that in such ‘“‘ warfare” citizens 


must take their instructions from those in 
charge of “the defensive measures ” ; and

We cannot but feel that these excursions 
were unfortunate. It is a judge’s clear duty 
to uphold his country’s Constitution and 
her laws, but certainly he is under no

The United States, for all the 
collapse of the dollar and the general 
depression of industry, has been able to 
find ample funds for the strengthening of 
her Navy and her Air Force. We cannot 
but admire the persistence of Mr. 
Henderson and his colleagues, who are 
trying to persuade the nations to beat 
their swords into plougl-shares, but we 
fear that they are fighting a lost cause. 
No single nation is to blame. After a 
period of reaction from the horrors of the 
War, the peoples are going back to their 
old ways. Primitive instincts still govern 
humanity, and Europe to-day is a hot-bed 
of jealousy and racial hatred. Hitherto 
Britain, being an island, has been able to 
hold herself aloof from continental feuds ; 


within a few hours of Paris and Berlin, 
and it is high time that the British people 
should take stock of their position. 


Oil on the Waters. 


Gathers around our coasts have been 
forced in the last few years to realise that 
the sea is anything but as clea.. as it was 
of yore. The old-fashioned steamer that 
burnt coal was a dirty enough object in 
port when it was taking in fuel; and the 
water for a considerable distance around 
it could not be recommended to bathers. 
This nuisance, however, could be avoided. 
It is less easy—in fact, it seems almost 
impossible—to escape the pollution which 
has come upon the waters with the increas- 
ing use of oil-burning vessels. Every now 
and then the expectant bather finds his 
shore rimmed with a belt of black, sticky 
and odoriferous oil, which completely 
wrecks the amenities of the beach for days. 
Ships are not allowed to discharge their 
burned fuel in port, and must retire to a 
certain distance from the shore; but the 
advent of a landward wind carries the mess 
over the surface of the sea and deposits 
it at high-water mark. As a result 
of this nuisance, many watering-places, 
particularly in England, have been 
threatened with ruin. Furthermore, the 
pollution of the waters is wreaking 
havoc among the wild creatures of 
the sea. Many birds are picked up dead 
every summer on the coasts, while many 
are found, still alive, but struggling in the 
agony of suffocation. 


the dead bodies of breeding birds, which 
died in thousands about the district. 
Hundreds of thousands of fish fry, more- 
over, were suffocated in the waters off that 
coast. It is gratifying to know that the 


This 
is clearly a case in which science must help 
to counteract its own handiwork.

Open Spaces. 


Wherever, in any part of the world 
to-day, new towns are being built, or old 
towns are being reconstructed), the first 
object of the authorities is to ensure 
an abundance of open spaces. Dublin 
stands on the threshold of a new 
era, so far as housing is concerned. Her 
Corporation’s housing scheme is boldly 
conceived, and, if properly directed, will 
remove the curse of squalid dwelling- 
places for all time. It will have this 


that it will be carried out in accordance 
with a town-planning system. The lack 
of such a planning system has made 
many Irish towns the disreputable 
objects, cramped in space and bereft of 
air, that they are to-day; and it has 
been the reason why some Dublin 
suburbs, scarcely twenty years old, are 
degenerating already into slums. The 
planners must ensure that this cramping 
shall not exist in the rebuilt quarters of 
Dublin. Two hundred years ago the town- 
planners of the time—they were called 
Wide Streets Commissioners then— 
envisaged a capital city which for 
airiness, and for the majesty conferred 
by thoroughfares of an imposing breadth 
and by numerous large parks, would be 
second to no city on earth. Commer- 
cialism, the flight of a wealthy class and 
other causes have forced Dublin to depart 
from these proud ideals. The City 
Council henceforward will have powers 
that no Dublin authorities have enjoyed 
since the time of the Wide Streets Com- 
missioners. It must use them to the full 
for the sake of the city’s dignity and 
health.

LTHOUGH Mr. Frank MacDermot 
was only indulging in a little pulling 
of the presidential leg when he commented 
at the beginning of yesterday’s sitting of 
the Dail on the “ imperialistic ’’ tone of 
Mr. de Valera’s speech in advocacy of 
economic co-operation between the 
countries of the Commonwealth, 
Macaulay’s fictitious visitor from New 
Zealand—or, for that matter, any other 
visitor from within or without the British 
Commonwealth of Nations—might have 
confessed to a pardonable bewilderment at 
the . versatility of the Government as 
revealed by the programme for the day. 
Mr. MacDermot was in full agreement 
with the tribute which the President, in 
asking the Dail to approve of the payment 
of £960 a year for the next three years to 
the various organisations for economic co- 
operation within the Commonwealth, paid 
to those services ; but he could not forbear 
to refer to the ‘‘ chaos’’ which would be 
created in the minds of young people who 
were being told that the Free State was 
engaged in a “' life-and-death struggle “' 


with Britain. 
TANGLE OF VERBIAGE. 


Mr. McGilligan, no doubt, would have 
adorned the tale more effectively, but Mr.

'PLANE CRASHES. 


THIRTEEN SOVIET AIR 
EXPERTS KILLED.

From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
KHARKOV, Wednesday. 


The Soviet’s new aeroplane, the K 7, 
said to be the largest in the world, which 
was completed only two months ago, and 
which was capable of carrying 129 pas- 
sengers and crew, has crashed here, with 
the loss of thirteen lives. 

The K 7. much of which was constructed 
of steel, was a marvel of comfort and 
design. In the centre of the huge machine 
a cabin was built with sofas and other 
luxuries, including a bar. There were 
also a “ promenade,’’ where passengers 
were able to take a walk and look down 
on the countryside over which they were 


flying. The wings as well as the body 
were uséd for accommodation. lt was 


thought that sleeping berths might be 
fitted later. 

The K 7 has recently been undergoing 
a series of test flights, and the passengers 
at the time of the accident were experts 
engaged in this work. The victims 
include :—Sneghireff, the chief pilot ; 
Geronkin, head of the RN 3 shops 
and areoplane plant engineer; Lippa, a 
scantalins of the Chief Board of the 
Civil Air Fleet; Vilassov, the chief 
mechanic; Barishnikov and Kononenko, 
mechanics; Shklovsky and Zaretzsky, 
designing engineers ; Papchinsky, head of 
the Technical Control Department, and 
Limansky, Secretary of the Young Com- 
munist League, a leading official of the 
aeroplane plant.

boat registered in the Free State under 
the Merchant Shipping Acts, 1894 to 1933, 
and (b) any sea-fishing boat, the owner or 
managing owner of which resides in the 
Free State. 

The expression ‘‘the exclusive fishery limits 
of Saorstat Eireann,’’ is defined as meaning 
“ that portion of the seas within which 
citizens of Saorstat Eireann have, by inter- 
national law, the exclusive right of fishing, 
and where such portion is defined by the 
terms of any convention, treaty or arrange- 
ment for the time being in force made 
between Saorstat Eireann and any other 
State includes as regards the sea-fishing 
boats and subjects of such State the portion 
so defined.’’ | 

It shall not be lawful for any sea-fishing 
boat, not a Free State boat, to enter within 
the exclusive fishery limits except for pur- 
poses recognised by international law, or 
by any convention, treaty or arrangements 
in force between the Free State and the 
country to which such boat belongs. If 
such boat enters the limits indicated, it 
shall return outside the limits as soon as 
its purpose has been fulfilled; no persons 
on board it shall fish, or attempt to fish, 
within the limits, and any regulations then 
in force shall be observed. Contravention 
of these provisions shall render the master 
of such boat liable to a fine not exceeding 
£50 for a first offence, and the forfeiture of 
any fish found on board. 


METHODS OF TRAWLING., 

The Minister may from time to time 
make by-laws prohibiting certain methods 
of trawling in certain areas to be specified. 
Contravention of these by-laws may render 
offenders liable to a fine not exceeding £200 
for a first offence, and forfeiture of gear. 
If a third or subsequent offence is com- 
mitted the boat may be forfeited, in addi- 
tion to other penalties. 

Where a boat is found in prohibited 
areas without requisite official papers, the 
master may be held to be guilty of an 
offence, and punished accordingly. Other

ALLEGED SECRET GERMAN 
DOCUMENT.

LECTURE ON LUBRICATION. 


o—_—_ 


At a meeting of the Institute of the Motor 
Trade, winch was held last evening at the 
Central Hotel, Dublin, Mr. E. A. Evans, 
Chief Chemist of Messrs. Wakefield, Ltd., 
read a paper on “ Petroleum and Lubrica- 
tion.” This was the first of a series of 
lectures which it is intended to hold during 
the coming season. 

Mr. Evans said that lubrication was very 
much more important than it had been even 
a few years ago, and all new developments 
in engines were dependent on it. The 
development of the rear axle, for example, 
had been held up pending the arrival! of a 
lubricant which would withstand the sudden 
thrust of the engine when stariing on 
a hall, He went on to deal with 
the production of oils and the methods of 
refining them, and explained the principal of 
viscosity, which, he said, was very important 
in all types of lubricant. 

Having reviewed the genera) theories as to 
the production of carbon in engines, he dis- 
cussed inhibitors, which were still in a 
theoretical state, but which, he 
would have a great future. The. development 
of the gear bá, he said, had run simul- 
taneously with improvements in lubricants.

The Committee had listened to every 
point of view, and among the 20,000 ques- 
tions addressed to witnesses a quarter was 
directed to Sir Samuel Hoare. The diversity 
of the witnesses called was convincing proof 
that the Committee were determined not to 
leave a stone unturned to arrive at the truth 
of this vast and important problem, The 
question cf Burma still remained to be con- 
sidered, and when that was dune the Com- 
mittee wonld consider their report. 

Mr. Wedgwood (Labour) opposed the 
motion on the ground that the Joint Com- 
mittee were likely to arrive at a decimon on 
inadequate evidence. ‘The Government's 
scheme, he said, had no friends. He insisted 
that the proper thing for the Committee to 
consider was not central Government, but 
some system of local Government. This 
should be the duty of the reconstituted Com. 
mittee. As to the White Paper, the more 
Indians came to appreciate what was at the 
back of it the less they would like 
paternity.

Clooncullane, !phin, 
LA appeared for the four h time before 


the District Court Lere to-day on the 


charge of murdering her husband, Phelm 
Hanly, on 20th July last.

said that he saw the accused Vv oman on 22nd 
July, and apologised for the delay in holding 
the inquest. She said: '' What is the 
necessity of holding an inquest at all? 

Witness said it was the usual procedure in 
case of sudden death, and she sai‘: “* Oh, 1 
know cases where there were sudden deaths 


and there was no inguest.” SS". also said : 
‘Why are Guards giving me so much 
trouble. or what is all this about? i am 
afraid | must have tad heighbours.”” When 


‘+ was definitely decided to hold the imquest 
she was very much annoyed. She asked witness 
the name of the person who complained 
to the Guards and what was the reason. 
She appeared to ve greatly distressed, and 
was wringing her hands and sighing, but not 
erving. Later she came to witness s house 
in Strokestown, and asked if there was any 


report from the analyst. She had. a very 
troubied expression, and said: Should 
poison be found, for God's sake don’t let 


the Guards back near the place again, as 
I cannot stand it. Won't you do what you 
ean for me? Because if poison 1s found, he 
took it himself.” . Witness said: '' Why 
should he? Were you disagreeing ? She 
replied: ‘‘ Oh, no; we were quite happy; we 
might. have a little quarrel occasionally, as 
Phelim had a bad temper, but it would be 
all over in a few minutes.” She called again 
later, and when informed there were traces 
of strychnine fund in the stomach, she said: 
“ He took it himself. Why should 1 poison 
him?” Witness asked her if she would like 
to make a statement and if she had seen 
her solicitor, and she said: “‘ No.” He 
cautioned her, and she made a statement, 
in the course of which she said that on the 
evening he took sick, at his request she put 
a teaspoonful of the medicine prescribed by 
Dr. Hanly into water and gave it to her 
husband. He said to leave it on the table 
until he was undressed, and she did 
so and went to the kitchen. She returned 
after a few minutes, and he was then 
in bed and had taken the medicine. They 
talked fo: about twenty-five minutes, and 
he then ceased to telk, and apparently got 
weak and asked her to pick him up, and 
she did so. She continued: “ He asked for 
a drink of water and-1 got it for him, and 
he then asked me to aie an Act of Con- 
trition for him, which I did. He told me 
to call in Patmeck Keavney. I went to 
Patrick Keavney and returned in a few 
minutes. Keavney asked Phelim what was 
wrong, and Phelim said: ‘I think | am 
going to die; get me a priest.’ ’’ 

‘‘Keavney left and immediately Phelim 
said: ‘1 am alright, do not worry, Anne 
dear, but call in Anne Kearney, she will be 
with you.” I went out for her and returned 
immediately. I heard Phelim moaning as 
Í was approaching the house, but when 1 got 
in he could not talk. 1 went over and picked 
him up, and he seemed to be motionless. | 
thought he was unconscious and tried to 
bring him to life, but he never moved 
again.” On 18th September the accused 
woman visited witness again and asked what 
quantity of strychnine was found in the 
stomach, and if it was enough to kill a man.

Mary Julia Child, Countess of Longford, 
died at her home in Rutland Gate on Tnes- 
day at the age of 56. She was the daughter 
of the seventh, and aunt of the present, Ear! 
of Jersey, and sister of Lady Bris and 
Lady Dunsany, and she married In 1899 
Brigadier-General the Earl of Longford, 
K.P., who was killed in action at Gallipoli in 
1915. She leaves two sons, the present Lord 
Longford and the Hon. F. A, Pakenham, and 
four daughters. a 

“D” writes of her to The Times :—“ With 
the death of the Dowager Countess of Long- 
ford, there has passed away a fine personality 
such as one hopes this age may be able to 
produce again in others, but changes in ou! 
times have been so great that one cannot be 
at all sure of this. It was a triumphant 
personality that, guided always by a sense 
of duty and sustained by a sense of humour, 
victoriously overcame troubles and afflictions 
during the last eighteen years which would 
have crushed most. The loss of her husband 
in Gallipoli, leading his brigade from the 
firing line, was a strain longer than most had 
to bear upon’ similar occasions; for it was 
about a year before it was officially asce! 
tained that he had been killed—during ai 
that time it was only known that he was 
wounded and missing. 

“ Then came ill-health, and Lady Longitor® 
was crippled by rheumatism to the pot! 
at which most people are bed-ridden, but, 
with a natural will-power only equalled bh;

MR. WILLIAM H. DUNLOP. 


Mr. William H. Dunlop, F.S.A.A., who for 
many years filled an important place im the 
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educational life of Ireland, died at Chelten- 
ham. after a brief illness, on the 21st inst. 
As Chief Clerk of the Intermediate Education 
Board, Mr. Dunlop was brought into close 
association with all classes of people, and 
everywhere won their esteem and confidence.

Witness asked her if she would like 
to make a statement and if she had seen 
her solicitor, and she said: “ No.” He 
cautioned her, and she made a statement, 
in the course of which she said that on the 
evening he took sick, at his request she put 
a teaspoonful of the medicine prescribed by

SHOOTING OF GAME 
IN FREE STATE. 


——_ e-—_—__ 


FOR PERMISSION TO CARRY 
GUN—£2. 


The point raised by a correspondent in 
esterday’s issue—that people visiting the 
free State cannot get a licence to shoot 
game for less than £2—was discussed yester- 
day by an /rish Times reporter with an 
official in the Free State Department of 
Justice. 

It was pointed out, in the first place, that 
there is no such thing as a “ game licence ”’ 
in this country, but that the £2 is paid for a 
certificate of permission to carry a gun. This 
is a result of the 1925 Act, which was for 
the control of firearms, and under the Act, 
the fee of £2 is payalherby anyone who has 
a gun, whether he uses it or not. Occupiers 
of land can, however, get a licence for 5s., 
which entitles them to shoot vermin, but not 
game. 

It was admitted that £2 was rather a 
heavy _ to ask from a man who only 
intended to do a few weeks’ shooting, but it 
was stated that to issue short-term licences 
at a reduced price would be impossible. “If 
the “practice was made general,” it was 
stated, ‘‘it would be impossible to keep 
track of all the shotguns in the country, 
while if it was confined to English visitors, 
the people in this country wouid complain 
that outsiders were being granted privileges 
which were denied to them. Under the 
English system, licences are obtained at a 
post office, and the names of the holders are 
posted up there, but for obvious reasons that 
system would be undesirable in Ireland.”’ 

As regards the suggestion that the high 
pen might deter visitors from coming to 

reland, it was stated that most of the sport- 

ing visitors were such that they would not 
cavil at £2. In Great Britain the cost of 
a fortnightly licence is only £1; but, on the 
other hand, £3 is charged for an annual 
heence. The fact that no fortnight] 
licerces are issued here may seem hard luck 
on English visitors, “‘ but,” it was stated, 
‘“‘it really works out to their advantage. If 
these short-term licences were in operation 
generally, there would be a great increase in 
the amount of poaching, and the visitors 
would not have such good sport.’’ 

There are about 12, annual gun licences 
in the Free State, and nearly 50,000 of the 


five shilling licences.

MR. STEUART WILSON’S

Rarely has one seen the Aberdeen Hall at 
the Gresham Hotel, Dublin, so crowded as it 
was last night when Mr. Steuart Wilson 
lectured on “ Madrigal Singing, with that 
capital group, “ The Good Companions,’’ to 
illustrate. his remarks. Not alone was every 
seat on the floor of the hall occupied, but 
the gallery was also crowded. 


The lecturer treated his subject with 
intimate knowledge. ‘* You cannot lecture 
about music,” he said. ‘* You can only 


listen to it. It is a pudding which, above all 
things, is tried in the eating.”’ 
Metaphorically speaking, he then proceeded 
to the kitchen, and, in very descriptive 
manner, proceeded to reveal to his hearers 
the ingredients from which the composers of 
the Golden period created their — 
The term madrigal, he explained did not 
mean a kind of literature—it merely meant 
a pastoral or simple country song — those 
songs of the motherland, which should be 
known to all. Some. thought that it was 
necessary that all madrigals should have a 
é fa-la-la ” ending, but, in fact, most of the 
madrigals had not that touch at all. Ls 
He pointed out that the purpose for which 
this music was written was entirely domes- 
tic. There was no intention of writing it for 
concert platforms, for the simple reason that 
the practice of concert giving had not yet 
begun. They were written for the country 
houses and the smaller aristocracy. 
Mr. Steuart Wilson went on to describe 
the manner in which the actual madrigal 
music was written—on a book which opened 
out, exposing each ‘separate part to the 


singers, who could read their own part as 


they stood around. Sometimes there was 
written an instrumental part for each voice, 
and that was the beginning of orchestrated 
music in England. 


The lecturer dealt in some detail with the 


manner in which madrigals were composed, 
stressing the absence of bar tests. The: modern 
method of printing these works with bars led 


to wrong accenting in the modern singing of 


the madrigals.

R.M.S.P. LOSSES. 


£9,000,000 DEFICIENCY. 


lt was clear that not only had the stock- 
holders’ capital been lost, but also that sub- 
stantial losses would follow upon the un- 
secured creditors, was stated yesterday at 
the annual meeting in London of the Royal 
Mail Steam Packet Company by Mr. P. G. 
Mylne Mitchell, Chairman of the Court of 
Directors. 

He was dealing with a deficiency of 
£9,000,000, hicks, be said, would be increased 
by further substantial losses on investments, 
and also, among other items, by the amount 
of liability which might ultimately fall upon 
the company by reason of their “ unfortunate 
guarantee of the capital and dividend of 
5,000,000 Preference shares of White Star 
Line, Ltd.

also.” 

The present directors were determined to 
curtail expenses and would endeavour to 
simplify and liguidate the liabilities in such 
a manner as not to involve the company in 
the sacrifice of its assets at '“ knock out ”’ 
prices. 

Mr. F. Le Bair, a stockholder, referring to 
the former board, said that they were more 
fitted for killing foxes and sending poachers 
to prison than for the City.

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A BELFAST OUTRAGE 


ACCUSED MAN 
ACQUITTED.

From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 


Thomas Hunter, of Forest street, Belfast, 
was charged at the Belfast City Commission 
to-day with assaulting Joseph Gibson, who 
was attacked on the 17th September. by 
twenty men and left handcufled in a field 
near Willowbank Huts. 

It was while guarding Gibson’s house in 
Roumania street after the hearing of the 
case in the Belfast Police Couit that Con- 
stable Anderson was murdered. 

Before entering and after leaving the 
witness box to-day Gibson was surrounded by 
police. : 
Giving evidence, Gibson said that he left 
his hcuse on Sunday, September 17, and met 
Joseph McGurk, and they went through 
Willowbank grounds, when two men came 
from the opposite direction. When they came 
abreast the smaller one struck him with some 
implement on the side of the head. He was 
then surrounded by twenty men and was be- 
laboured: with other instruments, which he 
thought were iron balls on sticks with leather 
thongs.
